Police say a 15-year-old boy who 
suffered a gunshot wound in a 
north-end Dartmouth neigh¬ 
bourhood on Sunday did so by 
accidentally shooting himself. 

Halifax Regional Police Staff 
Sgt. Bill Morris said officers 
responded to the 0-100 block of 
Lahey Road just after 11 a.m. on 
Sunday. 

“We’ve got a 15-year-old male 
who was shot and taken to the 
hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries,” he said. 

A gun was recovered from the 
street where the boy was shot. 

Investigators were looking 
into two possibilities: that he 
was shot by someone or he acci¬ 
dentally shot himself. By late 
Sunday, they determined it was 
the latter. 

“There were a number of dif¬ 
ferent things that led us to this

conclusion," Staff Sgt. Lindsay 
Hernden said on Sunday night. 
"But we are satisfied enough 
that we can make that state¬ 
ment.” 

Hernden said the victim was 
still in hospital at the IWK 
Health Centre late Sunday, and 
will likely be facing various 
weapons-related charges upon 
his release. 


Neighbourhood resident Dar¬ 
la Paris said she didn’t hear or 
see anything regarding the inci¬ 
dent on Sunday, but news of a 
shooting wasn’t surprising 
either. 

She said there are a lot of kids 
in the neighbourhood acting 
“gangster” and trying to pretend 
they’re older. Paris also said her 
10-year-old daughter gets picked 
on a lot for “living good,” and 
that, after living there her 
whole life, she will be moving. 

“I just find this place miser¬ 
able, and everybody who’s lived 
here for a number of years have 
to get up and leave because this 
is all they know, and this is not 
normal,” she said, while out 
walking with her daughter. 

“The neighbourhood soaks 
you up and spits you out." 

Another neighbour seemed 
to be more surprised by news of 
the shooting and said it has 
been quiet for a long time.

O Premier joins his colleagues in B.C. capital to discuss health-care 
funding © Leaders remain divided over what’s best for country

Canada’s premiers are in 
Victoria to hash over their 
response to Ottawa’s edict 
on health-care funding 
that has left many pre¬ 
miers east of Manitoba 
seething, and the western 
ones celebrating the 
prospect of the federal 
government finally get¬ 
ting out of the way. 

The group headed into 
three days of meetings on 
Sunday that were origi¬ 
nally intended to discuss 
new ways of doing things 
in the health-care sector. 
But the gathering threat¬ 
ens to get hijacked by the 
kind of infighting that 
was common before the 
last 10-year accord was 
signed in 2004 and many 
premiers are looking for 
adjustments to Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty’s 
formula that would better 
benefit their provinces. 

“Premiers have sat 
around these tables for 30 
years and said: ‘We don’t 
want the federal govern¬ 
ment to tell us what to do 
about health care because 
we have a constitutional 
responsibility for looking 
after it,”’ B.C. Premier 
Christy Clark said in an 
interview. 

“You can’t do it well 
from Ottawa. One of the 
highlights of the federal 
government’s announce¬ 
ment in December is 
they’re vacating that field 
and leaving it to the pre¬ 
miers to whom it rightful¬ 
ly belongs.” 

Quebec Premier Jean 
Charest is among those 
angry at the unilateral 


way Flaherty introduced 
the formula last month, 
and he said it’s time for 
Ottawa to take a look at 
all the money it transfers 
to provinces. 

And Nova Scotia is 
among those concerned 
Ottawa is simply backing 
out of its health-care obli¬ 
gations. 

Flaherty’s announce¬ 
ment came with no policy 
strings and signalled an 
end to the type of health¬ 
care accords that have

guided provinces in their 


priorities since the late 
1990s. The accords at¬ 
tempted to make 
provinces accountable for 
federal funding and avoid 
a patchwork of health 
services. 

“I think the unfortu¬ 
nate consequence of that 
is we would very likely 
see ... essentially 13 differ¬ 
ent kinds of health-care 
systems across the coun¬ 
try,” said Nova Scotia Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter.

Preliminary 
hearing set

A former MLA charged 
with fraud and breach of 
trust is scheduled to have 
his preliminaiy hearing 
heard in a Halifax 
courtroom on Monday. 

Russell MacKinnon, the 
former Liberal representa¬ 
tive for Cape Breton West, 
is facing one count of fraud 
over $5,000, eight counts of 
uttering a forged 
document, and one count 
of breach of trust by a pub¬ 
lic officer. 

The hearing scheduled 
for Halifax provincial court 
is scheduled to last just one 
day. 

He was one of four 
politicians charged in the 
wake of auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe’s 
damning report on MLA ex¬ 
penses in 2010. 

MacKinnon has yet to 
personally appear in court, 
leaving his lawyer, Joel 
Pink, to speak for him. 

Dave Wilson, a former 
Liberal for Glace Bay, plead¬ 
ed guilty to his charges and 
will be sentenced in Sydney 
on Jan. 25. 

Richard Hurlburt, an ex- 
Conservative 
representative for 
Yarmouth, is scheduled to 
enter a plea in February. 

Trevor Zinclc, the 
current independent mem¬ 
ber for Dartmouth East, is 
scheduled to have a week- 
long preliminary hearing 
that begins on June 11.

For Cindy Wozney, getting 
overly emotional is just “a 
stroke thing.” 

She told her story of 
confusion, frustration and 
recovery to more than 20 
Heart and Stroke Founda¬ 
tion volunteers at the 
Bloomfield Centre on Sun¬ 
day. The foundation is 
launching a new campaign 
— Make Death Wait — for 
February’s Heart Month. 

It’s the time of year 
where about 3,000 volun¬ 
teers brave icy sidewalks 


and windchills to raise 
money so the foundation 
can fhnd research, health 
promotion and govern¬ 
ment lobbying. 

Wozney was a 46-year- 
old mother of three and 
veteran real estate agent 
when she had a stroke on 
May 23, 1999. It happened 
while she was sleeping, 
and she didn’t realize it 
was a stroke at first. 

Her husband noticed 
her speaking strangely and 
her face was drooping. 
When he asked her to 
write out the names of 
their kids, she couldn’t do 
it.

“It was like a fog de¬ 
scended over my mind and 
it took me two and a half 
years to get out of that 
fog,” Wozney said, adding 
she was without speech 
for a year. 

Neurologist Gord Gub- 
itz told volunteers cardio¬ 
vascular disease is the 
biggest killer of women. 
He said the idea behind 


the Make Death Wait cam¬ 
paign is to give people 
more time. 

“An extra couple of 
days, months or years. 
That time is valuable for 
all of us,” he said. 

It was a serious topic of 
conversation yesterday, 
but there were also several 
jokes about canvassing in 
the depths of winter. 

Wozney advised volun¬ 
teers to play up the cold 
angle when they go door- 
to-door. 

“I think we canvass in 
February because people 
take mercy on us,” she 
said.

Maritime authorities, pas¬ 
sengers and mounting evi¬ 
dence pointed Sunday 
toward the captain of a 
cruise liner that ran 
aground and capsized off 
the Tuscan coast, amid ac¬ 
cusations that he aban¬ 
doned ship before everyone 
was safely evacuated and 
was showing off when he 
steered the vessel far too 
close to shore. 

Divers searching the 
murky depths of the partial¬ 
ly submerged Costa Concor¬ 
dia found the bodies of two 
elderly men still in their life 
jackets, bringing the con¬ 
firmed death toll to five. At 
least 15 people were still 
missing. 

The recovered bodies 


were discovered at an emer¬ 
gency gathering point near 
the restaurant where many 
of the 4,200 on board were 
dining when the luxuiy lin¬ 
er struck rocks or a reef off 
the tiny island of Giglio. 

Still, there were glim¬ 
mers of hope with the res¬ 
cue of three survivors: a 
young South Korean couple 
on their honeymoon and a 
crew member brought to 
shore in a dramatic airlift 
some 36 hours after the 
grounding late Friday. 

Meanwhile, questions 
were raised about the cap¬ 
tain, who was spotted by of¬

Hearing 
begins in 
abuse case 

A U.S. soldier charged 
with abuse that led to the 
suicide of a 19-year-old 
fellow soldier in 
Afghanistan faced a pre¬ 
liminary hearing on Sun¬ 
day at Kandahar Air Field, 
the U.S. military said.

A Russian tanker with a 
cargo of much-needed fuel 
for Nome was moored less 
than a half-mile from the 
Alaska town’s iced-in har¬ 
bour Sunday morning, 
waiting for disturbed ice to 
refreeze so that crews can 
deliver the fuel. 

The U.S. Coast Guard 
Cutter Healy, which 
cleared a path through 
hundreds of kilometres of 
Bering Sea ice for the 
tanker, was nearby. 

“We were able to suc¬ 
cessfully navigate that last 
bit of ice,” Coast Guard 
spokesman Kip Wadlow 
said. “We were able to get 
it pretty much right on the 
money, in the position 
that the industry represen¬ 
tatives wanted to start the 
fuel-transfer process.” 

The crew of the 370-foot 
tanker Renda was working 
to ensure the safe transfer 
of the 4.5-million litres of 
fuel through a segmented 
hose that will be laid on 
top of the ice to the har¬ 
bour, about 610 metres 
from the ship, Wadlow 
said on Saturday. 

Once the disturbed ice 
has reffozen, crews must 
build a pathway over the 
ice for the hose to rest on. 
Then the hose segments 
have to be bolted together 
and inspected before the 
fuel can be released. 

There has been a lot of 
anxious waiting since the 
ship left Russia in mid-De¬ 


cember. It picked up diesel 
in South Korea before trav¬ 
elling to Dutch Harbor, 
Alaska, where it took on 
unleaded gasoline. Late 
Thursday, the vessels 
stopped offshore and be¬ 
gan planning the transfer. 

A fall storm prevented 
Nome from getting a fuel 
delivery by barge in No¬ 
vember. Without the Ren- 
da’s delivery, Nome’s 
supplies of diesel, gasoline 
and home heating fuel are 
expected to run out in 
March or April.

Colbert denies tie with Super PAC, Romney attack ad

Comedian Stephen Colbert 
says he has launched an ex¬ 
ploratory committee into 
whether to run for presi¬ 
dent. Colbert appeared in 
character on a U.S. current- 
affairs show on Sunday to 
poke straight-faced, satirical 
fun at the Republican presi¬ 
dential race. 

“It is a real exploratory 
committee ... finding out 
whether there is a hunger 
for a Stephen Colbert cam¬ 
paign right now,” Colbert 
told George Stephanopou- 


los on ABC’s This Week. He 
added that those on the 
committee include a moun¬ 
tain-climber, “someone who 
is good with explosives” and 
a “brain in ajar.” 

“I am exploring right 
now — I am a one-man 
Lewis and Clark,” he said. 

He scoffed at the insis¬ 
tence from South Carolina 
officials that it’s too late for 
his name to appear on the 
ballot in time for Saturday’s 
state primary. 

“They said you can’t go to 


the moon, they said you 
can’t put cheese inside a piz¬ 
za crust — but NASA did it; 
they had to because the 
cheese kept on floating off 
into space,” he said. 

For months, Colbert has 
been taking aim at the U.S. 
political system, finding 
particular delight in form¬ 
ing a so-called Super PAC, a 
political action committee 
supposedly separate from 
the candidates it’s backing. 

Super PACs can raise lim¬ 
itless funds from corpora¬ 



tions, unions and other 
groups and were made pos¬ 
sible by a controversial U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
that was maligned for giv¬ 
ing wealthy American com¬ 
panies and individuals the 
green light to finance politi¬ 
cal campaigns. 

With great fanfare, Col¬ 
bert handed his Super PAC 
over to Jon Stewart of The 
Daily Show late last week. 
The committee is now 
called The Definitely Not 
Co-ordinated With Stephen 


Colbert Super PAC. 

Colbert then insisted he 
had no ties to the Super 
PAC, no awareness of its 
new attack ad comparing 
front-runner Mitt Romney 
to a serial killer and no rela¬ 
tionship to Stewart. 

Both Romney and Newt 
Gingrich, at various junc¬ 
tures in the race, have 
claimed not to have seen at¬ 
tack ads put out by their Su¬ 
per PACs and denied any 
knowledge of their tactics.

Is Canada in a recession? A 
majority of Canadians 
think so. But data and econ¬ 
omists say otherwise. 

The issue arose when 
pollster Michael Marzolini 
of Pollara reported to the 
Economic Club that 70 per 
cent of Canadians felt the R- 
word applied today, and a 
similar number thought 
the downturn would last at 
least another year. 

The finding was immedi¬ 
ately scoffed at by econo¬ 
mists and policy-makers. 
Except for a brief skid in 
the second quarter of 2011, 
the economy has been 
growing steadily since 
2009, they say. Hardly a day 
goes by when Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper and Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty 
don’t trumpet the fact that

visit to Greece, says it is 
time for Europe to create 
independent credit-rating 
agencies and calm down 
speculative markets.

Canada has created more 
than 600,000 new jobs 
since the slump, much 
more than the 400,000 or 
so that were lost. 

The technical definition 
of recession is when real, 
inflation-adjusted gross do¬ 
mestic product falls in 
back-to-back quarters. That 
happened in the fourth 
quarter of 2008 and the 
first two quarters of 2009. 

But real GDP adjusts for 
inflation, not for popula¬ 
tion. Canada’s economic 
performance looks differ¬ 
ent when population 
growth — about one per 
cent a year — is factored 
out. By that measure, Cana¬ 
da’s per-capita GDP is still 
1.4 per cent below what it 
was prior to the recession.

The lesson from last week’s 
reversal of council’s decision 
to sell the former St. 

Patrick’s-Alexandra School to 
a private developer? Even 
when our councillors finally, 
belatedly get it right, they bungle the 
process so badly everyone walks away 
more than slightly soiled and 
embarrassed by the whole exercise. 

In December, over angiy objections of 
north-end Halifax residents — who 
already believed they were being 
squeezed out of their own community by urban redevel¬ 
opment and gentrification — council voted to peddle a 
local community school site to a private developer. 

The problem, as quickly became apparent and should 
have been clear before the vote, was that council hadn’t 
followed city policy for disposing of surplus property. 

They were supposed to con-

suit the community first. 

Not that it mattered. 

City staff had stacked the 
evaluation process to make 
it virtually impossible for 
proposals from non-profit 
community groups to com¬ 
pete with those from 
private developers. 

There were rallies. Hun¬ 
dreds protested. There was 
a petition. Close to a 1,000 
people signed. 

The issue went back to 
council last week. After 
four and a half hours of 
“other business” before a 
packed galleiy present 
only for the school issue, 
councillors finally got around to debating a motion to 
rescind. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts had barely moved her motion 
when HRM manager Richard Butts advised councillors 
to go into secret session to talk the motion over with 
city legal staff. Another secret meeting to discuss 
public business? Where was this municipal manager 
when Occupy Nova Scotia protesters got turfed? Oh, 
right. He was home in Toronto. 

Council voted down the secret meeting, then 
voted down a motion to adjourn, then met in secret 
anyway, then — it’s now closing in on 1 a.m. — finally 
voted 17-5 to rescind their original decision. And they 
asked municipal staff, who, of course, had devised the 
flawed process in the first place, to report back on 
whether the process had been correctly followed. 

As usual, nothing is settled. 

Once again, Halifax regional council has managed 
to alienate the community, the developers who 
submitted bids in good faith and average citizens who 
expect better. 

Let’s hope there’s a lesson in that too.

Want a simple, effective 
way to make the world 
green? Turn your roof 
white. 

White roofs reflect sun¬ 
light. Traditional dark 
roofing absorbs it, creating 
seething, inhumanly hot 
surface conditions. This 
wastes phenomenal 

amounts of energy, as 
most office building air 
conditioners are cooling 
taken from directly above 
the roof. 

“If you have a white 
roof on your building, that 
reduces your air-condition¬ 
ing use, increases comfort 
and improves the ambient 
air quality within the city,” 
says Dr. Hashem Alcbari, 
professor of environmen¬ 
tal engineering at Concor¬ 


dia University in Montreal. 

Every roof eventually 
needs to be serviced, or re¬ 
placed. Doing the job with 
light-coloured materials is 
simple — and doesn’t cost 
a penny extra. 

“If you’re building a 
new office tower, there’s 


no difference in price be¬ 
tween a white roof and a 
black roof,” notes Jim Har- 
ris, management consult¬ 
ant and bestselling author 
of Blindsided. 

“Same thing with shin¬ 
gles on a house. Pick a 
light colour, like a light 


gray, as close to white as 
you can get. There are re¬ 
ally simple things that you 
can do that will make an 
incredible difference.” 

Yes, white roofs get 
dirty. But even so, they re¬ 
main vastly more reflec¬ 
tive than dark ones.

Alcbari notes that a typical 
Canadian house can offset 
10 to 20 tons of C02 emis¬ 
sions just by lightening 
the colour of its roof. 

This simple idea has en¬ 
vironmental implications 
that are — huge. 

“If every roof in the 


world that is a dark colour 
were white, it would be 
equivalent to taking 600 
million cars off the road 
for 22 years,” Harris says. 
“That’s the equivalent sav¬ 
ing in carbon emissions 
that this would reduce. 
Those emissions come 
from burning electricity to 
air-condition air heated by 
dark roofs.” 

“This does not solve the 
problem of global warm¬ 
ing,” Alcbari stresses, “but 
it is a measure that it is ef¬ 
fective. It doesn’t cost us 
anything. It doesn’t have 
any negative effect. It 
saves us money, and we 
can afford to do it right 
now, while we are getting 
our act together to do 
something more serious.” 

And in a time when en¬ 
vironmental issues get 
darker every day, it’s a way 
we can all “lighten up.”

LEARN TO RUN FOR SMOKERS PROGRAM HELPS WITH QUITTING 


For the past two years, Nova Scotians 
who smoke and want to get fit have tak¬ 
en part in an eight-week program called 
Learn to Run for Smokers, which was 
developed by the Lung Association of 
Nova Scotia. 

Nine of these programs have been 
held to date — one in Wolfville and the 
rest in the Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 


ity — with 10 to 15 men and women 
taking part in each one. Smokers who 
have wanted to try running but didn’t 
think it was for them are welcome — 
and they won’t be pressured to quit 
their tobacco habit. 

“The goal is to provide a supportive 
environment for smokers who want to 
adopt a healthier lifestyle,” says Robert 


MacDonald, the health initiative man¬ 
ager at the Lung Association of Nova 
Scotia. “Running encourages people to 
love their lungs, and it’s the motivation 
many participants need to give up 
smoking on their own.” 

Smokers won’t have to listen to pro¬ 
gram leaders spout negative anti-smok¬ 
ing messages. In fact, it’s the 


Taking place from Jan. 15-21, this 
year’s National Non-Smoking 
Week (NNSW) theme is Breaking 
Up Is Hard To Do. NNSW’s goals 
include: 

• Educating Canadians about the 
dangers of smoking;

participants who usually ask to talk 
about how to quit smoking, usually in 
the third or fourth session. As part of 
the $50 program fee, runners receive a 
tobacco-cessation booklet, training 
schedule and T-shirt. 

Each weekly training session lasts 
about 90 minutes and includes walking, 
running and stretching. Plans are 
underway to launch Learn to Run for 
Smokers in Cape Breton. “The goal is 
to roll out the program across the rest 
of the province and, eventually, across 
the country,” says MacDonald.

BREAK THE HABIT 


One of the trickiest habits for many 
people is to quit smoking. We often 
hear about the health risks. Here are 
some points that are worth 
repeating: 

• Smoking is always in the top three 
risk factors for major health 
concerns such as hypertension, cho¬ 
lesterol, diabetes, asthma and 
cancer. 

• Parents who smoke put their chil¬ 
dren at risk for frequent ear and 
lung infections, asthma and poor 
athletic performance. While some 
parents smoke outside, the 
pollutants still cling to their hair and 
clothing, which then transfers to 
their child’s bedding and furniture. 

• Smoking interferes with sleep, 
mood, and recovery from an injury. 
It also makes you feel pain more 
acutely and in more locations than 
non-smokers. 

• And it causes empty-wallet 
syndrome. 

Here’s how to get a head start on 
your quit smoking goal: 

• Set your “quit date.” 

• Talk to your pharmacist about the 
various methods available to quit. 

• Line up support by telling your 



family and friends that you are plan¬ 
ning to quit. 

• Prepare your environment, includ¬ 
ing your home and your car, by re¬ 
moving all smoking triggers, such 
as lighters and ashtrays. 

• Get plenty of rest, eat a balanced 
diet, drink lots of water and avoid 
caffeine. 

• Pick up a new hobby or favourite 
activity. When you feel the urge to 
smoke, go for a walk or read a book. 

• Take the money that you would 

have spent to buy cigarettes and put 
it good use. - News Canada

O Brady guides productive Patriots offence into sixth AFC title game in 11 years O QB had 5,235 yards this season 


Next up to try and stop the 
seemingly unstoppable 
Tom Brady and the New 
England Patriots offence: 
the Baltimore Ravens. 

Good luck. 

How do you cover pow¬ 
erful Rob Gronlcowslci and 
versatile Aaron Hernandez 
and still have a defender 
left to deal with Wes Welk¬ 
er, the NFL’s leading receiv¬ 
er? 

Can you generate 
enough of a pass rush to 
foil Brady’s quick release? 
If you don’t, the master of 
analyzing defences and fir¬ 
ing precise passes can 
stand comfortably in the 
pocket, calmly searching 
for his best option and the 
quickest route to the end 
zone. 

And don’t forget the 
ground game while you’re 
focused on all those aerial 
stars. 

Get ready, Ray Lewis and 
Terrell Suggs. Your domi¬ 
nant defence is about to 
get its toughest test. 

Baltimore’s reward for 
beating the Houston Tex¬ 
ans 20-13 on Sunday is a 
date with the prolific Patri¬ 
ots, who got there with a 
45-10 win Saturday night 
over the Denver Broncos 
that turned Tebowmania 
into a passing phenome¬ 
non while its central char¬ 
acter, Tim Tebow, kept 
passing poorly. 

The Ravens play at 
Foxborough on Sunday 
with a defence much bet¬ 
ter than the one the over¬ 
whelmed Broncos 

displayed. Baltimore’s unit 
is the third-stingiest in the 
NFL, but it has never seen 


anything like this. 

Not with Brady at the 
top of his game after his 
decade of greatness. 

“The team revolves 
around him,” Hernandez 
said. “When he comes to 
play, which he mostly does 
every game, then we’re go¬ 
ing to be on fire, and when 
he’s ready, we’re all ready.” 

Brady’s performance ri¬ 
vals — and surpasses in 
some ways — his 2007 
MVP season when he set an 
NFL record with 50 touch¬ 
down passes and estab¬ 
lished a team mark of 
4,806 yards passing. This 
season, he beat that by 
more than 400 with 5,235, 
second-most in NFL histoiy 
to DrewBrees’ 5,476. 

The Patriots went 18-0 
in 2007, then lost the Su¬ 
per Bowl 17-14 to the New 
York Giants on a last- 
minute touchdown. Now 
they’re 14-3. 

One more win gets them 
to the championship game 
thanks to Brady’s six scor¬ 
ing passes against Denver, 
tying the NFL record held 
by Daiyle Lamonica and 
Steve Young. By halftime, 
Brady already had thrown 
for five touchdowns while 
Tebow had just three com¬ 
pletions. 

The victory helped ease 
the lingering pain of three 
straight playoffs losses — 
33-14 to Baltimore and 28- 
21 to the New York Jets af¬ 
ter the Super Bowl 
disappointment. 

“You lose a few playoff 
games and it’s a very bitter 
way to end the season and 
it sits on your mind for 
quite a long time,” Brady 


said. “For us to come out 
and play the way we did, 
have a very solid perform¬ 
ance in the most important 
game of the year, is very 
gratifying. 

“From this point on, 
everyone will be focused 
on what we need to do 
to be better next week .Jv 
and, hopefully, come 
out and play for an¬ 
other championship.” 

Brady has been bril¬ 
liant all season, starting 
with a total of 940 yards 
passing and seven touch¬ 
down throws in his first 
two games. And in 
his last nine 

— all wins 

— he’s 
thrown 
for 25 
scores and 
just three in¬ 
ter¬ 


ceptions. 

“We never look at the 
individual. We all try and 
do our job,” defensive tack¬ 
le Vince Wilforlc said. “If 
(Brady) plays well, eveiy- 
one else plays well.

“When he has an off 
day, we try to rally around 
him as a team to help Tom 
and the offence. We aren’t 
going to get 20-30 points 
all the time.” 

Of course not. There was 
that one game, back 
Oct. 30, when 
they scored on¬ 
ly 17 points. 

Brady’s six 
scoring passes 
Saturday 

matched his ca¬ 
reer high. He com¬ 
pleted 26-of-34 
passes for 363 
yards, a team record 
for a post-season game. 
He wasn’t sacked, hardly 
even pressured, all game. 

“That’s Tom, week in 
and week out,” running 
back Benjarvus Green-Ellis 
said, “so I don’t think any¬ 
one else in this loclcer- 
room or in this country 
would expect anything else 
from him.”

For Eli Manning and the 
New York Giants, Lambeau 
Field has become a famil¬ 
iar launching pad. After 
beating the Green Bay 
Packers at home for the 
second time in four years, 
they only hope this trip 
ends the same way — at 
the Super Bowl. 

Manning threw three 
touchdown passes and the 
Giants shocked the Pack¬ 
ers 37-20 in an NFC divi¬ 
sional playoff game 
Sunday. Manning threw 
for 330 yards, sending the 
Giants to San Francisco for 
the NFC championship 
game next Sunday night. 

The Packers might have 
been the reigning Super 
Bowl champs, but the Gi¬ 
ants might be the hottest 
team in the NFL.

The Giants stunned the 
Packers with a touchdown 
off a long heave from Man¬ 
ning to Hakeem Nicks just 
before halftime, then 
knocked them out with a 
late touchdown off a 
turnover. Lambeau Field 
fell silent as the Giants 
swarmed the field in cele¬ 
bration, with a handful of 
New York fans chanting, 
“Let’s go, Giants!” 

The win came four 


years after the Giants beat 
a Brett Favre-led Packers 
team in the NFC title 
game. It wasn’t nearly as 


frigid this time around, 
and the Packers’ vulnera¬ 
ble defence seemed to be 
waiting to get sliced up. 


Manning found six dif¬ 
ferent receivers against a 
porous Packers defence. 
But Manning did the most 


damage with his throws to 
Nicks, who caught seven 
passes for 165 yards and 
two touchdowns. 

Nicks’ biggest play was 
a 66-yard touchdown catch 
in the first quarter. His 
score at the end of the half 
came on a 37-yard pass in¬ 
to the end zone with de¬ 
fenders all around. 

“It was a big momen¬ 
tum play for them, but we 
were not deflated as a foot¬ 
ball team,” Packers coach 
Mike McCarthy said. 

The Giants defence also 
was able to defuse the big- 
play abilities of Aaron 
Rodgers and the Packers 
defence. 

Rodgers was 26-of-46 for 
264 yards, with two touch¬ 
downs and an intercep¬ 
tion. He also was the 
Packers’ leading rusher 
with 66 yards on seven car¬ 
ries.
